propriety on his visit to Kingston,
They not only found a precedent foy
his landing men from his ships to
preserve order, strangely enough in
the case of another British 1sland in
the West Indles, but also saw noth-
fng in the whole affair to warrant
the letter addressed to him by Gov-
ernor Swettenham.

Earnest  Entreaties,

Secretary Metcalf gave out the
following stalement bearing on the
subject:

“The department has recelved the
full text of the correspondence be-
tween Rear Admiral Davis, com-
manding the squadron of naval ves-
selg which recently visited Kingston,
Jamnalca, after the earthquake, and
8ir Alexander Swettenham, governor
of Jamaica.

“From thls correspondence L ap-
pears Admiral Davls landea a party
of gix men for the purpose of guard-
ing and securing the archleves of
the Ameriean consulate and another
party of 10 men for the purpose of
clearing away the wreckage. Later,
upon the earnest entreaty of the co-
lonial secretary and the inspector of
police, who spoke for the Governor
fthe Governor belng absent from
the city and at King's House, some
three miles distant), 60 men were
landed under arms from the Indlana
to overnwe an alleged mutiny at the
penitentiary, contalning 600 or 600
prisoners. Admiral Davis they pro-
ceeded by carrlage to visit the Gov-
ernor at King's House, and found him
living with his familly in tents and
was accompanied back to the elty by
the Governor, That same afternoon,
upon request the Governor, the men
were withdrawn from shore and re-
turned to thelr ships,

On the suine day the following let-
ter was dellvered to Admiral Davis
from the Governor of the island:
